—A watch has become a yery common 
purchase for a Christmas present, and 
our attention has been called to the great 
variety and beauty of this useful orna­ 
ment. 
Our Dix on jewelers have made 
ex tensive sales of watches during the 
past week and quite a number of school 
girls now carry a tiny watch. 
A history 
of the watch is an interesting subject. 
“ At first the watch was about the size of 
a desert plate. 
It had weights, and was 
used as a “ pocket clock.“ 
Tho earliest 
known use of the modern name occurs in 
the record of 1552, which mentions that 
Edward VI had “ one larum or watch of 
iron, the case being likewise of iron gilt, 
two plummets of lead." The first watch 
may* readily be supposed to be of rude 
ex ecution. 
The first great improvement 
—the substitution of springs for weights 
was in 1560. 
The earliest springs were 
coiled, but only straight pieces of steel. 
Early'watches had only one hand, and. 
being wound up twice a day, they could 
not be ex pected to keep the time nearer 
than fifteen or twenty mioutc in twTeive 
hours. The dials were of silver and brass; 
the cases had no crystals, but opened at 
back and front and were four or five 
inches in diameter, 
A plain watch cost 
more than $1,500, and, after one was or­ 
dered, it took a year to make it.“

Oglesby has many friends 
who would be glad to see him honored, 
but his nomination is not considered prac­ 
ticable. 
C. B. Far well has no following 
among the rank and file of the party In 
this vicinity.“ 
Then the Tribune goes on 
and speculates in a general way as fol­ 
lows: 
“ If, i48 was the general belief in 
Chicago yesterday, Gov. Oglesby is not. a 
candidate, the fight wi.l be greatly sim­ 
plified, because that will take the possi­ 
ble use of the State patronage out of the 
question and leave the field clear for the 
Northern Illinois men, with C. B. Farwell, 
J ohn M. Hamilton and Thomas J . Hen­ 
derson us the leading candidates. 
Mr. 
Henderson’s residence in Princeton puts 
him far enough north to give him a more 
favorable location than any of the other 
country candidates. 
His long service in 
Congress and recognized ability uaturally 
add to the strength given by favorable 
geographical situation. 
In this fight he 
will undoubtedly have the support of 
Secretary of State Dement, who has his 
eye on Henderson’s seat in Congress. 
Two terms as Secretary of State may be 
considered all Mr. Dement is entitled to 
by the nex t State Con vend in, while if 
Gen. Henderson is not elected to the Sen­ 
ate he may bo a candidate for Governor. 
There he would be in the way of Mr. De­ 
ment as a candidate either for Governor 
or Secretary of State, because both those 
offices would not be given to the stme 
Congressional district. 
With Henderson 
out of the district Dement would have 
plain sailing for Congress, and be will 
naturally, it is believed, throw his influ­ 
ence that way. 
Backed by this, in addi­ 
tion to his other advantages, Gen. Hen­ 
derson might prove a favorable candidate 
against the Cook County aspirants.” 
In 
the Springfield dispatches we have the 
following interview with Mr. Dement 
himself on the situation: 
“ Secretary of 
State Dement said yesterday that he did 
not know that anybody was, as yet, a 
candidate for the Senatorialship. 
There 
was a good deal of talk in political circles 
and after the funeral of Gen. Logan he 
thought that the State of Illinois would 
see more men in the field for Senatorial 
honors than It had ever known before in 
its history. 
Mr. Dement was of the 
opinion that Governor Oglesby would not 
be a candidate. 
The Governor ha(l re­ 
fused to run against Gen. Logan previous­ 
ly en the ground that he could not aflord 
it. He could not go to Washington on 
the salary and keep his family here. Mr. 
Dement said he bad gone to Washington 
at the time and told Logan of the feeling 
of Gov. Oglesby in this connection. 
Mr. 
Dement thought that Senator Cullom 
would be the candidate for President. 
He would enter on the campaign upon 
the Inter-State Commerce line, and as the 
corporations were going to make a fight 
upon the question the issue would be 
clearly defined. 
J udge Gresham's name 
was suggested in connection with the 
Presidency and Mr. Dement at once re­ 
plied “ Gresham would not take second 
place on the ticket.”

LOGAN’S FUNERAL. 


The Ho tly Ly ing In State In the Ho t untie 
o f the rnplto l—A Tempo rary Resting 
riace Drtidfd 
Upo n 
Until Chicago 
Finds a Suitable Spo t—One Site Offered 
—The Mrs. Lo gan Funds. 


W as hingt on 
C it y , Dec. 
30.—Arrange­ 
ments for the I^ogan obsequies are all com* 
plete, and the attention of every body in 
Washington will bo directed toward pay ing 
the last tribute of respect to the dead sona- 
tor. 
Thursday forenoon his body , which 
sine® Sunday night, had boon in the imme­ 
diate charge of members of the Grand Army 
of the Republic at Calumet place, was placed 
in a beautiful casket, and under escort of the 
Grand Army of the Republic guard of honor, 
taken to the rotunda of the capitol, whero it 
will lie in state until llo , m. Friday . 
An 
hour later imposing funeral ceromohies will 
begin in the senate chamber, at the conclu­ 
sion of which tho remains will be taken to 
Rock Creek cemetery , with mili’ary and 
civic escorts, and ther j placed in the vault 
until the final resting place has been deter­ 
mined upon, and arrangements for perma­ 
nent interment in Chicago are compioted. In­ 
vitations to attend tho funeral on Friday 
have been seat to the president, to cabinet 
officers, the speaker of the house of repre­ 
sentatives, justices of the supremo court and 
many other public officials, and arrange­ 
ments nro aliout completed for the accom­ 
modation of 
» vast crowd of people in the 
senate chamber. 
Gen. Sheridan, who was requested to tako 
charge of tho funeral procession from the 
capitol to the cemetery , was in consultation 
all Wednesday with tho officers of military 
and civic organizations, arranging for an hn- 
I>osing demonstration. 
Members of tho G. 
A R. posts, Ijoy al Legion, Veterans of the 
Mexican war, from Washington and distant 
places, by scores and hundreds, will l>o hore 
to fall in line and foil *w the remains of tho 
dead soldier and senator to the cemetery . 
The pal I-bearers at Gen. Logan's funeral 
will bo as follows: Gen. Simon Cameron, 
t lie H< n. Rose► • Conkling, the Hon. Robert 
T. Lincoln, Mr. C. H. Andrews (of Youngs­ 
town, Ohio), Gen. Lucius Fairchiil, Col. 
Fred Grant, M. L. I^eggett (of Cleveland;, 
Governor Jeremiah Rusk (of Wisconsin), 
Gen. W. T. Sherman, Gen. W. 
j . Vbas, 
Gen. John C. Black, Dr. Charles McMillan 
(of the Loy al Legion). 
The scenes in and about Calumet place 
Wcflnosday were similar to i .oso observable 
there every day since tho sen ¿.tor d :<*d. 
Tho 
house was continuously thronged with friends 
desirous of pay ing their respects, extending 
sy mjtathy , or offering thoir services in somo 
way to tho sad household. 
Many telegrams 
o f condolence came to Mrs. Logan, most of 
them from Grand Army po sts and other mili­ 
tary , social and civic organizations through­ 
out the country . 
An instance o f Gen. Lo gan’s military spirit 
has just co me to light in a special o rder 
issued by Gen. Grant J uly 20, 18 03. 
Tho o r­ 
der recite® that Gen. Lo gan’s health was 
greatly impaired, and that a leav e o f ab­ 
sence, unasked, had been fo rwarded to him. 
This leav e Gen. Lo gan had declined to av ail 
himself o f because the army was engaged in 
activ e o peratio ns. Gen. Grant, therefo re,

Boston, Dec. ;X).-T h e last sad act of on e 
of the lucst sen sation al tragedies over en ­ 
acted in this city occurred Wedn esday morn ­ 
in g at M t Hops cemetery, when a double 
casket con tain in g the earthly remain s of two 
youn g an d pretty women was lowered in to a 
double grave. 
The story of the dea th of these two women 
is a tra gic one. 
Neither ha d seen 20 y ea rs, 
y et both ha d found tha t life wa s not worth 
Uving a nd ha d in ea ch other's compa ny de­ 
libera tely bidden a dieu to the world on wha t 
to most people is the ha ppiest da y in the 
y ea r—Christma s, 
Sa die Bigelow a nd Lizzie 
Ha rt were respectively 18 a nd 19 y ea rs oi 
a ge. 
The former wa s a decided brunette, 
quite pretty , a nd with da rk brown ba ir a nd 
ey es. 
Sho wa s a rea dy ta lker a nd a fa vorite 
with a ll who knew her. 
The la tter wa s a 
ha ndsome blonde with bright blue, fa scina t­ 
ing ey es, golden ha ir a nd a slender, sty lish 
figure. 
The girls were born in St. J ohns, N. 
B. 
Two or three y ea rs a go they ca me here 
a nd secured situa tions a t sma ll sa la ries a r 
sa leswomen in the store of J orda n, Ma rsh Sc 
Co. 
No ill word wa s ever brea thed a ga in3t 
them. 
Some time after comin g to Boston Mi® 
H art married a Boston man of respectable 
con n ection s, whose n ame is n ot given . 
The 
marriage proved an un happy on o an d the 
con ple separated, the wife return in g to live 
with Miss Bigelow. 
Last fall they heard or 
an opportun ity to better their con dition in 
New York an d goin g there they got work at 
the dry goods store of Simpson , Crawford 
& Simpson . 
The situation s proved on ly 
temporary. 
Two wrecks ago the girls re­ 
turn ed to Boston . 
They were un able to get 
work an d they soon became utterly dis­ 
couraged. 
Amon g their few frien ds here 
were two youn g men of good character 
n amed Hen ry Viliard an d Richard Reyn olds. 
It is said that these youn g men had offered 
the girls pecun iary aid but the latter were 
too proud to accept it. 
On Christmas after­ 
n oon the youn g men treated the girls to a 
din n er at Vereelli's restauran t. After din n er 
they repaired to Villard’s rooms where a 
telegram was foun d an n oun cin g the death of 
Miss Bigelow’s mother. 
The youn g men 
escorted the girls to their horse car an d on 
the way a quarrel aroso between Viliard an d 
Miss Hurt about some atten tion s which the 
former had recen tly shown to some other 
woman . 
The party separated in ill-humor, 
the men return in g to Villard's quarters 
where Reyn olds was to sleep. 
At 1. a . in . Vilia rd wa s a roused by a 
kn ock 
a t his door, a nd on opening it he found Miss 
Ha rt in a n exha usted condition a nd just 
a ble to sa y tha t she a nd her friend ha d ta ken 
“ rough-on ra ts." The girl wa s la id on the 
bed, a doctor summoned a nd a ntidotes were 
a pplied, but too la te, for, a fter suffering a g­ 
onies for six hours, she died. 
Before dy ing, 
on being a sked wha t could ha ve induced her 
to poison herself, she sa il: 
“ Lizzie wa s so 
sorry tha t her mother died tha t she wa nted 
to die too. 
But I would not let her die with­ 
out me, so I took the poison too. 
I love her 
more tha n my life." She a lso sa id tha t they 
ha d determined in the horse-ca r to commit 
suicide. 
They got off the ca r, bought two 
boxes of “ rough-on-ra ts," went home a nd 
took the poison in wa ter. 
Lizzie felt the 
effects first a nd la y down to die. 
Ba die then 
repented her a ct a nd sta rted out for help. 
She took a ca b for Villa rd’s rooms first, 
stopping a t a district telegra ph office a nd or­ 
dering a messenger to send a doctor to a ssist 
Miss Ha rt. 
The messenger thought she wa s 
drunk a nd did not obey . 
On going to the 
girl’s lodging-house the youn g men foun d the 
half-n aked body of Lizzie Ha rt stretched out 
on the rumpled bed, cold in dea th. 
It is stated that an autopsy held Tues lav- 
showed that Miss Bigelow was en cien te. 
Medical Ex amin er Draper, however, was 
seen at midn ight an d refused to disclose the 
results of the ex amin ation .
